CHAMBER ENDORSES MOVE OF 
LOCAL LEGION POST: HEAR 
ADDRESS ON NEAR EASTERN 
NEED; FINDS CENSUS SHORT. 


COUNTY OFFICIAL PASSES AWAY 
AFTER LONG AND SUCCESSFUL 
PUBLIC CAREER; WAS NATIVE 
OF STATE AND PROGRESSIVE. 


The South San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce went on record at its 
meeting Tuesday evening as endorsing 
the movement fostered by Bernard 
McCaffery Post of tlie American Le¬ 
gion to build a memorial hall on the 
civic center of this city perpetuating 
the memory of those men from this 
city who lost their lives in the great 
war. The local post has started the 
movement to build such a hall to cost 
in the neighborhood of $20,000. The 
committee appointed by the city trus¬ 
tees to meet with the committee from 
the post and decide on what shape a 
memorial should take, endorsed the 
plan for a memorial hull. There seems 
a strong sentiment in the city in favor 
of the plan and now the Chamber of 
Commerce has given its approval, that 
approval embodying an offer of the 
Cham lltfr’s assistance in any possihio 
way to further the plan. 

The members of the Chamber gath¬ 
ered at the city hall Tuesday night 
were addressed at some length by 
James S. Wells, representing the San 
Francisco -headquarters of the Near 
East Relief. Mr. Wells explained the 
dire need of the people of Armenia 
and neighboring countries of assist¬ 
ance, stating that at present millions 
of these people a re on the verge of 
starvation and that only help from 
the United States could savo them 
from still greater suffering and death. 
President McGovern appointed a com¬ 
mittee, consisting of W. J. Martin, J. 
G. Walker, and Ambrose McSweeney, 
i to look into tin' plan offered for rais- 
I ing the necessary money and make a 
! recommendation at the next meeting. 

It was brought bdfore the meeting 
that several persons in town have 
j made-it known they ,wero not included 
in the census, and the secretary was 
instructed to learn whether it was 
j now too late to add names to ho lists 
| compiled by the enumerators. 


William H. Brown, member of San 
Mateo county’s board of supervisors, 
died at the Red Cross Hospital at San 
Mateo Thursday morning of a com¬ 
plication of stomach trouble and 
asthma from which he had been suf¬ 
fering for several years. He had been 
in the hospital for about two weeks. 

Supervisor Brown was one of San 
Mateo's most prominent citizens, hav¬ 
ing come to that city when it was in 
its infancy fifty years ago. He was 
known as one of the city’s most pro¬ 
gressive residents and had served on 
the board of city trustees and also as 
mayor of the town. 

Mr. Brown was serving his third 
term as county supervisor when 
claimed by death. He had served one 
term as chairman of the board. He 
was an enthusiastic worker for good 
roads and is given credit for launch¬ 
ing the movement in 1912 that re¬ 
sulted in the passing of the $1,250,000 
bond issue for county paving. 

Born in Moore’s Flat, Nevada 
county, California, Mr. Brown had, at 
the time of his death, but recently 
passed his fifty-eighth birthday. He 
is survived by his widow, Mrs. Rosalie 
Brown; five sons, William H. Brown 
Jr., Walter J. Brown, Warren E. 
Brown, Henry Brown, and John P. 
Brown, also one daughter, Marie Y. 
Brown. He leaves three brothers, 
Sylvester Brown of San Francisco, 
Dennis Brown of San Mateo, and 
Michael F. Brown of San Mateo. The 
funeral will be held Saturday morning 
with a high requiem mass at St. Mat¬ 
thew’s Catholic Church at 10 o’clock, 
burial to be at St. J/lftn's Cemetery.

A most dramatic denouement of

Christensen, or Burke, is believed 
to have been with William Haney, now 
serving a life sentence at San Quentin 
for Reidinger’s murder, when Haney 
committed the deed for which he was 
convicted. It develops now that 
Deputy Sheriff Burke learned about a 
week ago that the much-sought man 
was his son, found him, and persuaded 
him to give himself up. 


All voters should bear in mind that 
Friday, March 12th, marks the close 
of registration for the city election 
to be held Apfil 12th. Those who wish 
to exercise th&ir right of franchise as 
American citizens must get their 
names upon the register before that 
date. 

Registration for the school election 
of March 26th has already closed, but 
those whose names are on the old 
register will be permitted to vote at 
the school election. 

This does not hold true at the 
municipal election, the May primary 
election, the August primary, or the 
general election in November, for all 
of which voters must get their names 
on the new great register. Voters can 
register in this city at'the offices of 
City Clerk Smith or at the office of E.

school dentist, and Mrs. C. Winter¬ 
halter, recently appointed chairman of 
the welfare committee of the Woman’s 
Club, were all on hand and spoke 
strongly in commendation of Miss 
Rackle’s work in this city. A delega¬ 
tion from the Woman’s Club accom¬ 
panied Mrs: Winterhalter. Mr. Adams 
told of the excellent work the nurse 
had done among the school children. 
Dr. McGovern told of the splendid 
services rendered persons ill and un¬ 
able to secure other assistance. The 
city agreed some time since to pay 
$50 a month toward Miss Rackle’s 
salary. By the new agreement it will 
pay her entire salary of $125 a month 
until August 1st of this year. 

An interesting point brought out 
during Dr. McGovern’s talk was that 
up till recently South San Francisco 
was one of only two cities in Cali¬ 
fornia employing a school dentist. It 
was the unanimous opinion of those 
present that it was a matter for con¬ 
gratulation to the residents of this 
city that South San Francisco has 
been in the forefront in this matter. 

Contractor’s Mistake 
A letter was read from the Larsen- 
Sampson Contracting Company, stat¬ 
ing that its bid of $250 received at 
last week’s meeting for the grading 
of the approaches to the city hall was 
made through error of a stenographer, 
the amount intended being $2500. TJie 
board voted to allow the contractor 
the difference between the accepted 
bid and the correct amount.

An application for a poolhall permit 
was received from George Karides. 
Mr. Karides was not present, and the 
board voted to lay the matter over 
till its next meeting, the clerk being 
instructed to notify the applicant to 
appear in person. Karides wants a 
poolhall in the building at the north¬ 
east corner of Cypress and Grand 
avenues.

OF CANDIDACY 

To the Voters of the City of South 
San Francisco—Ladies and Gentle¬ 
men: As the time of our general 
municipal election approaches, which 
election will be held Monday, April 
12, 1920, I wish to announce myself 
as a candidate for the office of City 
Clerk and ex-officio Assessor of and 
for the city of South San Francisco, 
to succeed myself. This office I have 
held for eleven years past. 

It is my belief that the voters of 
this city are entitled to a statement 
of facts concerning my qualifications 
for the office which I seek. With this 
in mind, I wish to recite the follow¬ 
ing facts: 

In the year 1918 I was one of the 
successful candidates for the office of 
Justice of the Peace of the First 
Township, San Mateo county. Dur¬ 
ing the campaign for the office I 
announced through the public press 
that, if I were elected Justice of the 
Peace, I would resign the office of 
City Clerk. Although I subsequently 
learned that I could legally and 
satisfactorily hold and perform the 
duties of both offices, this did not 
deter me from keeping my promise to 
resign, and on March 3, 1919, my 
books having been closed and ready 
for examination, I tendered my 
resignation to the Board of Trustees. 
This is a matter of public record and 
can be found in the minutes of meet¬ 
ing of March 3, 1919, on page 235, 
volume 3, of proceedings of the 
Board of Trustees of the city of South 
San Francisco. The resignation was 
not accepted and I was requested by 
the Board of Trustes to continue in 
office, as they intended to build a 
city hall and this would require a 
great amount of work for which ex¬ 
perience in the City Clerk's office 
would be very essential. 

I felt that this was, in a measure, 
an appreciation of my work of the 
past, and I consented to remain in 
the office. I subsequently felt very 
much pleased .that I did remain, for 
during the year 1919 a -great oppor¬ 
tunity presented itself, that of making 
an effort to keep the tax rate as low 
as possible on account of the voters 
having, on June 10, 1919, assumed 
the burden of $129,000 of municipal 
bonds for the construction of a city 
hall and other improvements.

CO OPERATION THAT HELPS. 


Bethlehem steel shipyards will supply employees at cost with groceries. 
That helps. 

Two big insurance companies, the Great American of New York and the 
Phoenix of Hartford, have renewed the life insurance for their various em¬ 
ployees for another year. That helps. Life insurance under this group plan 
is quite a considerable addition to the remuneration received by employees. 

The companies named are among the pioneers in this connection, which 
has since been taken up by several other insurance organizations. Insur¬ 
ance is such .a good investment that large mercantile concerns are carrying 
policies for their employees. 

Railroad employees in many big operating centers are . putting in co¬ 
operative stores to reduce the high cost of merchandise. That helps. That 
beats striki lg and using the political club to get special class legislation. 
It is also up to the heads of great financial and industrial organizations to 
help the program of social readjustment. 


NEWS PRINT HOGS. 


When you read the mammoth Sunday edition of some large city paper, 
do you ever pause to think that the size of thgt edition is one of the leading 
factors in the shortage of news print paper? The publishers of many of 
these big city dailies are greedy hogs. 

They know that it is difficult for the country press to secure sufficient 
print paper. They know that if the country publisher can not secure the 
necessary paper stock he must go to the wall. Yet Sunday after Sunday 
they continue to issue editions so large that it becomes a physical impossi¬ 
bility to read them. Section after section is placed in the Sunday papers 
that contains nothing of a news element, and but little of any practical 
value whatever. Usually it is composed largely of sickening slush which a 
schoolboy would be ashamed to father. It is a useless waste of material 
already difficult to obtain. It reminds one of the hog that roots the bucket 
over in its greedy effort to get all the slop. 

Some of the city dailies have Sunday circulations as high as four 
hundred thousand. One useless eight-page section omitted from suclr an 
edition would furnish the news print necessary for a week’s supply for at' 
least two hundred country newspapers. One such section omitted front the 
New York and Chicago Sunday papers alone would supply over two thou¬ 
sand country papers. 

One section omitted from these papers would not be missed. The failure 
of two thousand country papers to make their appearance on press day 
would create a furore. 

The big daily newspapers would have the people believe that the short¬ 
age of news ivint is due to underproduction. As a matter of fact, it is due 
in great part to the hoggishness of the Sunday dailies. 

Congress may not realise it, but the thousands and thousands of country- 
editors have their eyes on Washington. They are waiting to see what Wash¬ 
ington is going to do about it. Congress can aid the situation vefy materially 
by placing a reasonable limit oti the size of Sunday papers, varying accord¬ 
ing to population. 

This will not infringe upon the legitimate rights of the daily papers. It j 
will protect the rights of the country press. 

Already some country papers have suspended publication because they; 
could not secure the paper necessary to print their editions. In the face of; 
such conditions, to permit the daily news print hog to continue his present 
practice will inflict incalculable damage upon the country press. 

Weak-kneed officials prattle about the situation workng itself out. It 
will not. Government action would solve the problem. It’s up to the gov¬ 
ernment.
